4. Claims 1-2 are objected to because of the following informalities: In claim 1, line 3, 
change "onto" to -on--. On line 16, change "protruded" to -protruding--. On lines 18-19, "and 
thus" is a non sequitur. On the last two lines, "are formed to be of integral structure" is not 
idiomatic. Appropriate correction is required. 



Allowable Subject Matter 

5. Claims 1-2 are allowed. The prior art does not disclose the claimed steel wheel-type 
linear motor including, inter alia, a bar is made to protrude from said stator core, and thus said 
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protective cover on said stator core side is pressed onto said stator coil to be supported by means 
of said bar.
